Galveston, Tex., Sept. 11.

To the Associnted Press, Memphls:

A conservative estimate of the loss
of life is that it will reach 3,000; at
least 5,000 families are shelterless
and wholly destitue. The entire re-
mainder of the populst cn is suffering
in greater or less degree. Not a sin-
gle church, school or charitable insti-
tution, of which Galveston had so
many, is left intact. Not a building
escaped damage and half the whole
number wWere entirely obliteruted.
There is immediate need for food,
clothing and household goods of all
kinds, If nearby cities will open
nsylums for women and children the
situation will be greatly relieved.
Const cities should send us water as
well as provisions, including kero-
gzne oll, gasoline and eandles.

Ten Thousand Destitute,

“The estimata of 10,000 destitute does
not seem 1o be excesslve."

It In estimated by the telegraph com-
panies al this point that upwards of
10000 private messages have been
handled out of Galveston by boat to
Houston, thence to relatives and
friends of Galveston people, notifying
them of thelr safety, and so great has

been the strain of business that all
telegraph compunles have besn using
" [ull forces all the twenty-four

hours without relleving the rosh. Hun.
dreds of messages pouring In here to-
day bring rellef to some and sad newa
to others, recording the safety or death
of relatives In Galveston.

From reports reaching the governor
this morning it would be necessary to
co-operate with the federal troops to
place all the maln oppasite Galveston,

as well as the island, under martial
law,
If reports reaching here are {true,

thieves have begun 1o enter the city
for the purpose of pllfering the bodies
of the dead. The governor has been
Informed that the commander of the
Texas troops has been ordered to Gal-
veston by the federal suthorities and
the governor will lend him every as-
sistance possible with state militia to
keep vandallsm down,

There ix only one road operating to
tha coast from Houston and that will
be placed under military supervision
tomorrow afternoon, According to re-
porta Lo the governor tonlght the work
of recovering corpses continues un-
abated and while a number of them
are so mutllated that they eannot be
recognized, they are being held as
long ng possible in the hope of se-
curing their names,

Quite a number of children are noted
among the liet. Governor Sayers re-
celved upwards of 1,000 telegrams dur-
Ilng the day from parties In the east
and west offering asslstance to the
flood sufferers at Galveston and from
various portipns of the state reporting
the collection of money and supplies,
A tlelegram from New York Informed
the governor that two relief trains of
supplles had left New York for Gal-
veston,

McMACKIN ON
ARBITRATION

Opinions Advanced Before the In-
dustrial Commission at Wash-
ington.

Washington, Sept. 11.—The Iindustrial
coinmission resumad the taking of
testimony today. John MeMackin la-
bor commlssioner for New York, was
the witness and he spolie principally

of the relation between trusts and la-
bor unlons, He suld that up to date
the growth of the labor unlons has

about kept pace with the growth of the
trusis, that when & controversy
arose between them the unlons had
been able 1o about hold thelr own and

obtain rfatr terms. "The chief danger
in the present industrial situation,”
sald My, MeMackin, “is that the suc-

cees of the truste In conducting busls
nead enterprises will lead to the popu-
lar beltef that the concentration of all
business enterprises under one general
management s A& good thing and that
thus the drift toward state soclalism
might be hastened."

During the
past year he said the state board had
been able to settle only forty-six
sirikes oul of 458 which came within
the area of thelr jurlsdiction.

The West Indian Etorm May Pass

ITALY FIRST |
TO DEMAND

INDEMNITY

Will Make the Initial
Move for Peace
in China.

DECISION OF CABINET

To Present Demand for Indemnity.
If That Is Accepted No Further
Proposals for War Will Be Euter-
tained—Prince Ching to Co-oper-
ate with Li Hung Chang—Viece-
roys of Nanking and Hankow Also
Buggested—Allies Advancing on
Pao-Ting-Fu.

London, Sept. 11.—In a speclal dis-
patch from Rome it in sald that the

Itallan cabinet has decided to Initlate
Immediately peace negotiations with
China. Italy will formulate demands

for an Indemnity, und If they are ac-
cepted Itallan intervention will be con-
sidered terminated and no proposals
tending to farther warfare In Chine
will be considered.

The oMcials of the Chinese legation
decline to make public the text of the
fmperial decree commanding the open-
Ing of peace negotlations, but they say
that the documents appoint Prince
Ching, head of the tsung i yamen, a
plenipotentiary, as well as LI Hung
Chang.

It was added that It had been nug-
gested that Liu Kun YL the viceroy
of the Nanking, and Chang-Chl-Tung,
the viceroy of Hankow, should be ap-
pointed, but the decree does not men-
tion them.

Considerable Importance Is attached
to the announcement from Taku that
the expedition to Poa-Ting-Fu (about

ninety mlles southwest of Tien Tsin)
will leave on Friday. It iIs thought
strange that no German (roobR are

mentloned hs participating In the ex-
pedition.

Apart from the bellef that the Chi-
nese emperor's latest edicts emanated
from Poa-Ting-Fu, it Is said that Gen-
eral Yung Lu, former viceroy of Pe-
Chi-Li and commander in chief of the
northern armlies of China, who s one
of those held responsible for the out-
rages at Pekin, Iif not for the Boxer
outbreak, is also at Poa-Ting-Fu.
